Canadian mills automatically prohibit | 


the manufacture of farina, cream of 
wheat or similar products, 
regulations which have just been an- 
nounced provide that upon written ap- 
plication the food controller may grant 
permission to mills to manufacture 
what is known to the trade as farina 
for children and invalids. 

The regulation also provide for an 
annual license fee of $10 for all mills 
of 100 barrels capacity or less per day. 
This fee is increased by $5 for every 
aditional 100 barrels or fraction there- 


|of in daily capacity, up to a maximum 


fee of $600. Each 
quired to make a written statement 
on the first and sixteenth days of 
every month, showing the amount of 
wheat ground during the previous half 
month, the weight of flour produced 
therefrom and the quantity of wheat 
used in making each barrel of 196 
pounds of flour. 

Millers are permitted to make blend- 
ed flours by mixing spring and winter 
wheat, but the regulations require that 
no mill shall take more than 272 
pounds of cound, clean wheat to make 
196 pounds of any blended flour. Such 
blended flours shall be known as a 
straight run or full 100 per cent. 
flour, extraction or division of patents, 
clears or low grades being expressly 
prohibited.

OVER 200 CASES 
OF SMALLPOX IN 


LAST HALF YEAR 


Provincial Dept. of Health Says 
Epidemic is Now Well Un- 
der Control 


Dr. Norman, provincial health officer 
reports that the epidemic of smallpox 
at Lougheed is well under control and 
a strict quarantine is being exercised. 
There are about nine cases there at 
the present time. There have been, 
during the last six or seven months 
some 200 cases of the disease in the 
province and the principal trouble in 
coping with the contagion has been 


that the local health officials were 
careless in the first diagnosis, or else 
that the cases were concealed from the 
local doctors entirely, Where the case 
was very mild it was sometimes not 
reported at all, but the contact from 
these mild cases is as liable to haye 
a severe attack as from a more serious 
case, 

A warning has been sent out to all 
the doctors throughout the province to 
be on the lookout for smallpox, in 
making diagnosis of cases with similar 
symptons, and it is hoped to have the 
province clear of that trouble before 
spring. 

A case of diphtheria was Saturday 
reported from Innisfree and there are 
a few cases from Kitscoty. Dr, Nor- 
man reports that the cities are re- 
markably free from contagious dis-

CANCELLING OF 
TRAIN SERVICE 
BEING OPPOSED, 


Towns Between Edmonton and| 
Calgary Object to Curtail- 
ment of Service 


The towns on the Edmonton-Calgary 
line of the C.P.R. are up in arms over 
the cancellation of the afternoon train 
between the two cities, as a result of 
the order of the Canadian Raltlway 
war bond. 

Petitions from Wetaskiwin, La- 
combe, Red Deer and Olds and other 
towns are being sent to the manage- 
ment of the Canadian Pacific at Win- 
nipeg and also to the Dominion gov- 
ernwent. 

Tle petitions do not take exception 
to the order cancelling one train a 
day between Calgary and Edmonton 
eath way, believing it is in the public 
interest as a war economy, but they 
assert that the night trains were the 
ones that should have been cancelled. 
They say these trains are being kept 
on for the convenience of a few busi- 
nes men in Calgary and WHdmonton, 
and that a much heavier traffic and 
greater revenue for the railway could | 
be carried if the afternoon trains were 
kept on and the night “flyers” cancel- 
led instead, 

It is also asserted that the Alberta 
district officials of the Canadian Pa- 
vific would have preferred to cancel 
the night trains but that they were 
Over-ruled by the war board. 

The Canadian Pacific in a statement 
to the public indicates that the cur- 
tallment will be in effect for the win- 
ter months only, The company adds; 
“If the curtailment causes inconven- 
fence to the travelling public and loss 
in passenger receipts to the railways it 
hs only be romembered that every 
passenger train mile takes at least 100 
pounds of coal, It is difficult to secure 
coal, and the coal received is not as 
efficient as formerly. The Canadian | 
railway trusts that the public will ap- 

reciate that reductions in service 

ave been made at considerable sacri- 

fice in revenue and are arranged to 
bear as lightly as possible on all com- 
munities, One consideration only has 
led it to make these reductions, i.e., 
the pressing need of the nation and 
the Empire! The railway feels confid- 
ent therefore that travellers will ac- 
cept whatever inconvenience is in- 
volved in the same spirit of patriotic 
self-sacrifice as have the people in

Conservation of the infant life of 
Alberta will be the keynote of the 
Convention o® Women’s Institutes that 
is being held here the first part of 
March, Several of the best women 


speakers of the councry are being as- 
sembled to address the women on 
that occasion, including Dr. Helen 
MeMurchy, of Torontec, who will speak 
on “Food Conscience,” Mrs. Nellie Mc- 
Clung, who speaks on “Women 
Power,” Mrs. Jean Muldrew, director 
under the food controller for the Do- 
minion of Domestic Economy, who 
will speak along the line of conserva- 
tion of food, Miss Roberta McAdams, 
M.P.P., Mrs. Arthur Murphy, who | 
will bring the greetings from the 
Canadian Women's Press club, Mrs. 
Walter Parlby from the U.F.W.A., 
Hon. Duncan Marshall and others. On 
the evening of the first night there 
will be a mass meeting when the 
speakers will be Dr. McMurchy and 
Mrs. McClung, and Mrs. Reany and 
Mr. Roy Royal will contribute the mu- 
sical part of the program. The con- 
vention opens Wednesday afternoon, 
March 6, in the Macdonald hotel, 

Showing the trend of the work be- 
ing undertaken by the Women's Insti- 
tutes this year, the letter being sent 
out now to the secretaries of the dif- 
ferent local organizations is of particu- 
lar interest and is as follows: 

“The Women's Institutes of Alberta 
are planning to make the 1918 year of 
their existence one that will be devot- 
ed principally to the conservation of 
the infant life of Alberta, Each instl- 
tute is urged to cary on a campaign 
along these lines in its own commun- 
ity as its principal work this year, 

“Last year's vital statistics showed 
elerming flgures {n our infant mor- 
tality. The total number of babies 
that have died under one year of age 
in Alberta is 1,207 and it is estimated 
that from 600 to 700 of these died of 
preventable diseases. 

“A soldier in the trenches has seven 
chances to live to the Alberta's baby's 
one chance. Nine per cent. of Alberta 
babies die in infancy. Every two 
deaths out of seven are babies under 
one year of age, Alberta has one of 
the highest infant mortality rates in 
the world. This high death rate ts at- 
tributed to ignorance of the mothers’ 
want of medical attendance, want of 
proper nourishment for the child (this 
is the largest cause) filth and flies. 


Our Alberta babies are dying in 
greater numbers than our soldiers, 
The hardest job in Alberta today is 


being a baby. These facts are syffi- 
cient to show that there is an urgent 
need to do all we can to preserve our 
child life, 

“Save the Babies,” is to be the 1918 
slogan of the Alberta Women's Insti- 
tutes. We would be glad to receive 
from you any suggestions or plans that 
would perpetuate this campaign.

SAYS THEORY 
OF EVOLUTION 
IS ATHEISTIC 


Dr. French E. Oliver Denounces 
Man-Made-Devil-Made Phil- 
osophy and Science 


Dr. French B, Oliver, who ia to con- 
duct a series of religious meetings 
in tho city, made two addresses in 
Westminster Presbyterian church, 
Sunday, speaking to congregations 
which filled the building at both the 
evening and morning services. 

The theme of Dr. Oliver's discourse 
in the evening waa a denunciation of 
the schools of science and philosophy 
whose teachings tend to discredit and 
deny the truths of the Christian re- 
ligion as revealed in the Bible and 
in this was included a strenuous denial 
of the doctrine of evolution as it is 
applied to the human race. 

The preacher took as his text the 
words of St, Paul, in the second chap- 
ter of the epistle to thé Colossians: 
“Beware lest any man spoil you 
through philosophy and yain deceit, 
after fhe tradition of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, and not after 
Christ.” 

The philosophy of which Paul bids 
us beware, he eald, is the philosophy 
of the unregenerated, Godless, vain, 
bigoted athiestic, worldly class of men 
and women who deny the existence of 
the creator and find substitutes for 
Christianity, who have arrogated to 
themselves such a vast profundity of 
knowledge that they proclaim God to 
be a little God and man a gigantic 
creation, that he is perfection. It is a 
philosophy which relegates religion to 
the scrap-heap of anothor generation, 
The ‘young men and women of today 
are being told that they must prefer 
scholarship, science, philosopny, ethi- 
cal culture, social 6ervice and a thous- 
and and one other things over the 
worship of God, wney are trying to 
lead men and women from Calvary to 


somo man-made philosophy, which is} 


really devil-made, It. teaches the 
worship of blin@ force and chance 
and does violence to everything we 
hold dear in the heritage of the his- 


teric church, of God, Christ and the 
Holy Spirit. 
Philosophic Poison Gas 

The world is being poisoned by phil- 
osophic gasses, many of them German 
made. It was found in the philoso- 
phies of Nietsche and the same pro- 
cess at work in France, Dngland and 
Canada. It had come to such a pase 
before the war, that a man was not 
considered educated unles he had gone 
to Germany and had a stamp put up- 
on him like a sausage, ‘made in Ger- 
many,” before he was recognized Then 
he preached the philosophy of Strauss 
and Nietsche, Was rated as a marvel- 
lous scholar and denied the founda- 
tions ef the Christian religion. The 
bight of philosophy sweeping out of 
Germany has poisoned the whole 
world, 

As to Evolution 

Its breath was felt in England tn 
the athiestic doctrine of evolution, 
which robs God of the creative powers 
and principles related in the first 
chapter of Genesis, If it is true that 
an anthropoid ape, a chimpanzee or 
an orangoutang have developed Into 
a man, then the next step is that man 
can become a God. This is the phil- 
osophy of Nietsche, exactly that the 
super-man must rule. So we get our 
survival of the fittest and Germany 
says, “we are the fittest.’ That phil- 
osophy is expressed as “blood and 
iron,” “might is right.” If you doubt 
it look at France and Flanders, 

The speaker went on to say that 
these man-made philosophies were so 
destructive, so athiestic and go devil- 
ish that they struck at the foundation 
of inspiration, the Bible, and suggest- 
ed in its place education, philosophy 
and culture as the hope of the world. 
They are, declared Dr. Oliver, abso- 
lute falaifiers, 

The War a Result 

The world in following the philos- 
ophy of these athiestic and skeptical 
men has arrived at the bloodiest war 
it has ever known, and vast sums of 
money are spent for violence and de- 
struction, not in the saving of men, 
but In the killing of men. They tell us 
that the hope of the world is philos- 
ophy, science and education, That 
I belleve tn 


Available Supply of All Good 


Grain at Demonstration Farms 
Being Rapidly Bought for Seed 


Superintendent 8. G. Carlyle, of the 
provincial demonstration farms, states 
that the available supply of seed from 
the demonstration farms {ts being 
rapidly bought up and much more 
could be sold were it on hand, Orders 
are in for most of the supply that is 
left. At the Sedgewick farm there 
were geome 8,000 bushels of seed oats, 


600 bushels of barley and 260 bushels 
of wheat, which latter has practic- 
ally all been disposed of, At Clares- 
holm, there were 3,000 bushels of oats, 
600 bushels of barley. Athabasca 
hag 800 bushels of banner oats and 
100 bushels of barley. 

At the Medicine Hat and Vermilion 
farma there will be no seed for sale 
this year, but the fodder crops were 
good. Both these farms were in the 
dry belt and the crops were not up to 
the standard shown on the, other 
farms, At Stony Plain there’are 60 
head of registered Holstein cattle and 
more fodder crops are grown, At 
Olds also the whole crop is fed to 
stock. At Olds they are adopting the 
same policy this year that they did 
last, of buying in a carload of steers

AT VARSITY SERVICE 


Speaks on ‘‘Call to Prayer for 
Students Throughout the 
World.”’ 


“The Cali to Prayer for Students” 
wae the topic of an address to the 
University students at the University 
service yesterday morning by Princi- 
pal MacNally, of the Camrose Normal 
echool, who discussed the questions, 
Why do we pray? and Why do we 
pray for students?

Ar a result of a raid by the city 
plain-clothes force on Chinese pre- 
mises at 9706 101A avenue late Friday 
evening, Mah Dak was fined $50 and

possession contrary to the opium and 
drug act. A complete layout was con- 
fiscated and exhibited in court togeth- 
er with a large quantity of the drug of 
dreams which was displayed in a big 
cut-glass bowl, just as {t had been 
taken off a shelf !n Mah Dak's room. 
In addition there was a highly-polish- 
ed teakwood box containing 300 opium 
pills such as are used by eaters of the 
drug. Featuring the crime exhibit 
were two monster opium pipes the 
bowls of which were thickly crusted 
with tiny dlamonds. The thick stems 
wero engraved with cabalistic charac- 
ters. On the request of Chief Detective 
Shaw the court ordered the parapher- 
nalia confiscated by the provincial 
government. It was considered unfair, 
however, that the Chinaman should 
lose his jewels and before the pipes 
are destroyed the diamonds will be 
extracted from their setting by a jew- 
eler and returned to their owner. The

Actually, the Western Associated 
Press passed out of existence some 
time ago when the new Canadian 


Press, Limited, took over the business 
of supplying news to ‘the papers of 
Canada, from coast to coast, But 
this week has seen the last rites ad- 
ministered to the association at a 
meeting held in Calgary, and the oe- 
casion is fitting to pay some 
tribute to the organization that blazed 
the way in Canada for the 
system now in control of news gather- 
ing and distribution. 

The Western Associated Press, gen- 
erally known as the W.A.I., and by 
the operators and newspapermen of 
the west familiarly termed the ‘“wop” 
was an association that has rendered 
creditable service. Jt was a co-oper- 
ative news-gathering and distributing 
system, serving practically all the dally 
newspapers in Western Canada, from 
the head of the lakes to the Pacific 
coast, It was organized 10 years ago 
by the western publishers, and car- 
ried on, despite difficulties, without a 
break in its service, 

The W.A.P. was thoroughly 
operative, Hach publisher had an in- 
terest in gathering news for it as much 
as in receiving news from it. It was 
founded on the same principles which 
govern the operation of the great As- 
sociated Press in the United States,

A few years ago, when the game 
Wag good in New York, Chicago and 
San Francisco, al] sorts of boxers were 
able to drow down vast sums for any 
old sort of an engagement. 

Those were the days when any kind 
of a bout could be fought in New 
York, Chicago or San Francisco and 
when great boxers like Jeffries, Cor- 
bett, Sharkey, Sullivan, McCoy and 
others of the old and famous pugilists 
were paid vast sums for battles fought 
in and around those three cities, says 
Al Spink, in the Chicago Post. 

Tom Sharkey said recently that in 
five matches in which he had taken 
part in a period of two years he had 
divided with his manager a net profit 
of over $100,000, or an average of 
$20,000 fer each scrap, From this it 
can easily be seen how much the clubs 
made, And Sharkey was not the best 
drawing card. 

San Francisco cannot be compared 
as a boxing town to Chicago or New 
York, 

Taking in adjacent cities, such as 
Baltimore, Boston and Philadelphia, 
and Greater New York itself, these 
New York clubs had a population of 
nearly six million to draw from, and 
Chicago has nearly as many. The 
price of admission to these mills was 
no less than $3 and not more than $5. 

The cost to the out-of-town sport to 
witness these essays would not amount 
to more than $20, figuring that he war 
of frugal habits, and to the real local 
ring-goer about $10. 

Nearly a $50,000 Gate

One club alone cleared 
$100,000 in one year, In fact, there 
is perhaps no other city in the world 
that would have paid over $160,000 to 


see a téen-round bout such as New 
York paid when Willard and Moran 
came together. 

London, England, is a much bigger 
city than New York, but it would not 
likely have paid $150,000 to see two 
men box ten rounds, 

In London, in fact, the receipts at 
boxing matches compared to the sums 
received in this country are very 
small. In London a $10,000 gate is 
considered large. ‘The prornoters do 
not sign their hoxers on a percentage 
basis, ‘They offer, as a rule, the men 
paltry purses, and the pugilists gen- 
erally are glad to get them, too, 


Johnson-Jeffries Battle 

A small town has beaten all records 
when it comes to turning out the ban- 
ner crowd to see a fight. The biggest 
receipts in the history of the fight 
game were taken at Reno, Nev, when) 
Jack Johnson and Jeffries fought their) 
memorable battle. On that occasion 
$277,775 was taken, Tex Rickard pro- 
moted that fight, and he also huids the 
next best record—-the Willard-Moran 
at New York, which drew $140,000, 

The next big gate will probably be 
at New Orleans this winter when Ful- 
ton and Moran meet there. That will 
be the most memorable battle fought 
in the Crescent City since Corbett and} 
Sullivan fought there, September 7,| 
1892, or just twenty-six years ago. } 

On that occasion the men fought 
for a purse of $25,000 and a side bet) 
of $10,000, all of which went to the) 
winner, The eize of the gate was not) 
given. But the Olypmic club was 
packed to the doors, and the receipts) 
ran close to $100,000.

DOMINATING FIGURE 
IN BOXING CIRCLES 


Made Championship Title a 
Prize of Great Mone- 
tary Value 


Abbington, Mass, Feb. 2.— 
John L. Sullivan, formerly the 
heavyweight champion _ 0! the 


United States, died at hig home 

here today, 

Sullivan, who was 59 yeare of age 
had lived on a farm here for the last 
10 years. He was taken fll with heart 
trouble three weeks ago, but his 
health quickly improved and he went 
to Boston yesterday. his morning 
he arose as usual and planned’a vis.t 
to the city, but during the forenoon 
had an attack of the old trouble, from 


which he failed to rally. He died at 
noon. ‘ His wife died some months 
azo. 


Hiss Career 


John Lawrence Sullivan was one of 
the most picturesque characters in the 
history of prize fighting. For more 
than 10 years, from the time he de- 
feated Paddy Ryan in 1882, in bare 
knuckles, fighting under the London 
prize ring rules, until he was defeated 
by James J, Corbett in 1892, his per- 
sonality and methods of fighting com- 
pletely dominated sporting circles in 
the United States, In the annals of 
pugilism in this country two notable 
distinctions were his: He was the last 
champion under the London prize ring 
rules, and he was the first native-born 
American to succeed to the world's 
championship. It was largely through 
his achievements that the champlion- 
ship title was made a prize of grest 
monetary value. In the early days of 
his career $1,000 a slide was looked on 
as a great sum. He received only $53 
for his fight that rnade lilm a national 
character in fisticuffs and won him the 
right to challenge Paddy Ryan for 
the championship. 

Began at 17 

His friends ran aii the way from 
the ordinary “fight fan” to men of 
social and financial distinction. He be- 
gan his fighting career soon after he 
was 17, when, as the “Boston Strong 
Boy,” he took part in amateur boxing 
contests in several cities in Masea- 
chusetts. His hardest tie * © 
Jake Kilrain, It was fought near New 
Orleans and lastea + 
was the last championship contest in 
the United States to be fought with 
bare knuckles under the old rules. A 
thirty-nine round fight with Charley 
Mitchell, the skillful English boxer, 
seemed to show fighting managers that 
the great John L. might be vulnerable 
to a man who could box well and stay 
with him long enough to wear his 
down, The opportunity to try this 
method on the champion fell to James 
J. Corbett, who defeated Sullivan be- 
fore the Olympic club of New Orleans. 

Made $2,000,000 

Sullivan said himself that he mede 
two million in the fighting business 
and spent one million of it In buying 
drinks for himself and his host of ad- 
mirers, 

He had knocked out two hundred 
in his 
fighting career, and finally he said that 
in a saloon in Terre Haute, Ind., in 
1902, he gave the “black bottle," his 
greatesg enemy, the knockout wallop. 
On the occasion of the decision with 
the “black bottle” he said: “If I take 
another drink, I hope I choke, so help 
me God." Hoe never took another, but 
kept up his fight for temperance by 
lecturing occasionally on the evils of 
drink for those who have athletio am- 
bitions, 

He was born in Boston, October 15, 
1858, and was twice married. His 
first wife was Annie Rates, of Center- 
ville, R.I., whom he married in 1882, 
but with whom he lived only a few 
months, and from whom he obtained 
a divorce on the ground of desertion 
after 26 years. After 51 years of age, 
the former champion took aa his 
second wife Kate Harkins, of Rox- 
bury, who was his sweetheart years 
before when he was “the Boston 
Strong Boy,” 

BOSTON, Maas., Feb, 8.—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was notified tonight 
that a place had been reserved for 
him on the list of pall-bearers at the 
funeral here, Wednesday, of his old 
L, Sullivan, who died 
Friday. Relatives of the former heavy- 
weight champion said a reply was ex- 
pected from Col, Roosevelt tomorrow.
